A RALLYING call has been is¬ 
sued this week for traders and 
shoppers to back Oswestry’s 
outdoor market. 

The number of stalls at the Wednes¬ 
day and Saturday markets have 
slumped in recent months. 

But the clear message this week is that the 
market does have a future - if both traders 
and shoppers give it a chance. Town Councillor 
Amanda Woof, who runs Aunty Mo’s scotch egg 
stall on the market, said: “If we can attract more 
traders then that will attract more shoppers. If 
there are more shoppers then that will attract 
more traders. It saddens me that some traders 
don’t give the market a chance. They might 
come for two or three weeks but 
as a marketeer you have to built 
up your customers and perse¬ 
vere.” 

She said she was pleased 
that the new monthly Artisan 
Market was building a steady 
increase in stallholders. Council¬ 
lor Woof said: “The town council 
has a lot of initiatives to encour¬ 
age shoppers and traders. There 
are antiques and other speciality 
markets and on Good Friday there will be a spe¬ 
cial family market.” 

Sarah Probert, business lecturer at North 
Shropshire College, said: “Oswestry’s markets 
are the lifeblood to Oswestry with their fantastic 
array of local producers, quality craftspeople, as 
well as offering young people and new business 
people those valuable first steps into business. 

“As a town, traders, businesses and shoppers 
need to celebrate our markets because rather 
than compete with our local businesses, they 
actually complement them and I think with the 
Artisan Market running further into the town, 
that actually encourages people into areas of 
town they might usually bypass.” 

Mrs Probert also revealed that Footfall, the 
community partnership which uses empty 
spaces for a range of community exhibitions, is 
due to be relaunched next month. 

She said it would be relaunched as Friends of 
Oswestry Retail on April 25. 

The relaunch will take place at 5.45pm in the 
boardroom at North Shropshire College.

Natwest urged to 
reconsider move 
to close branches 

CALLS are being made for banking giant 
NatWest to reconsider closing its Mid 
Wales branches later this year. 

The bank has announced it would be 
closing its Welshpool branch on Septem¬ 
ber 27, its Builth Wells branch on October 
10 and its Machynlleth branch on Octo¬ 
ber 12. 

News of the closures have been met 
with strong opposition from the local 
community, with Russell George, Assem¬ 
bly Member for Montgomeryshire, calling 
the news a “big blow” for the region. 

He said: “This is another big blow for 
Montgomeryshire and follows a series 
of bank closures in recent years - from 
Montgomery and Llanidloes to Llanfair 
Caereinion and Machynlleth. 

“While the decision to maintain a 
branch is ultimately a commercial deci¬ 
sion for the banks, when I meet with Nat- 
West bosses, I will be forcefully making 
the point that mobile or online banking 
doesn’t always replace permanent over 
the counter facilities, especially given 
the fact that the quality and reliability of 
mobile coverage and broadband speeds in 
parts of Montgomeryshire is still poor or 
non-existent. 

“Until an alternative solution is in 
place which is satisfactory to communi¬ 
ties in Mid Wales, I urge NatWest to defer 
its decision to close its branches in Welsh¬ 
pool and Machynlleth.”

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Nurse who changed notes 
is suspended for six months

A HOSPITAL nurse who changed 
the medical notes of a teenage 
boy who died after a fall has been 
suspended for six months by the 
Nursing and Midwifery Council. 

Sheena Hughes’s fitness to practise 
was deemed “impaired” by the coun¬ 
cil as a result of her misconduct sur¬ 
rounding the death of Charlie Davies. 

The youngster suffered from Duchenne 
muscular dystrophy and fell while getting 
undressed in his bedroom. The 15-year-old 
suffered a fractured femur which, in turn, 
led to him developing a condition that ulti¬ 
mately led to his death. Seven charges were 
proved against Ms Hughes, in that on April 
30, 2015, when completing admission doc¬ 
umentation for Charlie at Oswestry Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital, she did not record baseline 
observations on the admission sheet of his 
notes and she did not adequately review ob¬ 
servations of Charlie carried out by a stu¬ 
dent nurse and therefore did not observe 
his oxygen saturation level was 87 per cent. 

On or around May 5, 2015, Ms Hughes al¬ 
tered Charlie’s notes which showed 87 per 
cent oxygen saturation, to instead show 97 
per cent. 

Ms Hughes’s conduct was described as 
dishonest as she knew Charlie’s oxygen 
saturation level was not 97 per cent and 
she sought to conceal the fact that she had 
not reviewed his true oxygen saturation 
levels in good time on April 30, 2015; and 
on or around May 6, 2015, she removed his 
admission sheet from his medical records, 
took the sheet off hospital premises and 
destroyed it. 

The panel also found that Ms Hughes 
provided incorrect information at the cor¬ 
oner’s inquest, regarding when she made 
her employer aware of her actions. Charlie, 
of Welshampton, fell on April 29, 2015. He 
was taken to the Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital and later to Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital. His condition deteriorated and he 
was transferred to the Royal Stoke Hospital 
where he died. 

Bev Tabernacle, Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital’s nursing director, said: “This is 
a tragic case and our profound sympathies 
again go out to Charlie’s family for their 
loss. The coroner made clear that Charlie’s 
death could not be avoided, however that 
does not excuse the conduct of this member 
of staff, which fell well below the standards 
we expect and our patients deserve.”

HUNDREDS of mothers, fathers and their 
children marched through Oswestry’s Cae 
Glas Park in support of the town’s mater¬ 
nity services. 

The march took place on Saturday in 
protest against any potential cuts to Shrop¬ 
shire’s rural midwife-led units, including 
the unit located at Oswestry’s Orthopae¬ 
dic Hospital. The scene was replicated in 
Bridgnorth with families marching through 
the town in support of its midwife-led ma¬ 
ternity unit. Health bosses are considering 
closing the units overnight and operating 
on an on-call system 

Liz Grayston, founder of the Save 
Oswestry Maternity Unit campaign, de¬ 
scribed the protest as a “roaring success”. 
She said: “It was a fantastic day, with a 


couple of hundred people turning out to 
show their support for our town’s fantastic 
unit. Women want the opportunity to stay 
overnight in hospital to rest as well as find 
their feet, an on-call system would not be 
the same. 

“I know health bosses say the changes 
wouldn’t be a downgrade but to the public, 
an overnight closure of the unit would be a 
downgrade.” 

Sarah Jamieson, head of midwifery at 
The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust, said the proposed changes were not a 
downgrade and were in response to the na¬ 
tional Better Births Maternity Review. She 
said: “We held a maternity conference in 
Shropshire recently to discuss the national 
recommendations. One thing that was clear 


was that we should ensure continuity of 
care for women during all stages of their 
pregnancy, labour and birth and that, in 
order to do this, we need to provide staffing 
for our women, rather than concentrate on 
staffing a building. 

“Since 2008 we have seen a significant 
shift in where women are choosing to give 
birth and we, as a service, need to respond 
to women’s choice. In 2008, 26 per cent of 
our births took place in our midwife-led 
units. This year it is predicted to be 13 per 
cent. Our aim, when implementing the rec¬ 
ommendations of the review, is to maintain 
choice for all low-risk women, giving them 
the option of giving birth at home, at an 
MLU or at our consultant led unit.”

Pensioner 
drowned in 
farm pond 

A PENSIONER drowned in a pond at 
her farm near Oswestry, an inquest 
heard. 

Mary Evans suffered with mental 
health problems and had been resid¬ 
ing at Redwoods mental health centre 
in Shrewsbury but had been allowed 
to go home for the day, the inquest at 
Shirehall in Shrewsbury was told. 

Coroner John Ellery told the in¬ 
quest that the 72-year-old returned to 
her home at Cynynion Fawr, Rhydy- 
croesau, at about 3pm on July 16. 

He said she stayed in the lounge 
area until about 4.30pm, when she 
left the room. Her family became 
concerned after she had not returned 
in 10 minutes. She was found by her 
husband, Herbert Evans, in a pond a 
short distance away from the farm¬ 
house. The cause of death was given 
as drowning. 

Mr Ellery told the inquest that Mrs 
Evans had a 30-year history of de¬ 
pression and had fluctuating suicidal 
thoughts. But the inquest was told 
that she had also been able to come 
home two days beforehand and the 
visit had gone well. 

Redwoods mental health centre had 
carried out a review into what had 
happened, but there was nothing to 
suggest that the service had been at 
fault. The inquest was heard by a jury 
which concluded that “Mrs Evans 
entered the pond in unknown circum¬ 
stances with unknown intent”. 

Three arrested in 
police operation 

POLICE raided a house in Welshpool 
after stopping a vehicle in the town. 

Officers forced their way into the 
house, police said. 

Katy Simmons from Dyfed Powys 
Police said that the operation began 
when a vehicle was stopped and 
searched in Welshpool. 

“As a result a 26-year-old man and 
a 37-year-old woman were arrested on 
suspicion of conspiracy to supply con¬ 
trolled drugs,” she said. 

“A search warrant was then ex¬ 
ecuted at a property in Welshpool 
where a 30-year-old man was arrested. 

“What is believed to be class A 
drugs were recovered from one of the 
suspects. 

“Mobile phones and a quantity of 
cash were also seized.” 

She said all three people were re¬ 
leased on bail pending further inquir¬ 
ies. 



Planning system could 
face a radical overhaul

SHROPSHIRE’S planning com¬ 
mittees could be faced with a 
radical overhaul if a review gives 
the go-ahead. 

A Shropshire Council task and fin¬ 
ish group, which was formed to look 
at reducing the number of planning 
committees from three to two, has rec¬ 
ommended carrying out a review after 
May’s local elections. 

A number of councillors have voiced con¬ 
cerns about any move to cut down on the 
three current committees, which take de¬ 
cisions on applications in the north, centre, 
and south of the county respectively. 

They have warned that any reduction in 
the committee structure would be to the 
detriment of local democracy. 

The latest report on the committees says 
there is a risk with the current structure to 
the consistency of decisions taken by differ¬ 
ent committees. 

Under the current system planning de¬ 
cisions in any of the three committee areas 
are taken by councillors who represent the 
people in that part of the county. 

The report, from the group which was 
chaired by St Martins councillor, Steve 
Davenport, states: “There remains a risk 
with three area committees that policy/ 
process is not applied consistently across 
the county. The potential risk applies both 
to members and officers supporting the de¬ 
livery of planning committee processes. It 
was agreed to look again at the number of 
planning committees following the election 
in May as there would then be new mem¬ 
bers involved.” 

Councillor Andy Boddington, who rep¬ 
resents Ludlow North, said the any move 
to cut the number of committees and have 
more decisions taken by officers under del¬ 
egated powers would come at the cost of 
local democracy. 

He said: “This idea of an overhaul and 
reduction of planning committees has been 
around for quite a long while, they tried to 
do it three years ago but it didn’t happen 
because there was opposition from coun¬ 
cillors, including Conservative councillors. 

“Principally, it’s about trying to reduce 
the number of applications going before 
committee, they want more to be decided 
by officers. 

“I am concerned about that because plan¬ 
ning needs to be open and democratic, par¬ 
ticularly when its controversial.”

A MAN and woman were taken to 
hospital after a crash involving two 
vehicles and a caravan at an acci¬ 
dent blackspot near Oswestry.

Westbound traffic was diverted 
off the busy trunk road and through 
the centre of the town as emergency 
services worked to release the man 
and clear up debris.

Entrepreneur died in tractor tragedy 


A HOTELIER and entrepreneur 
was killed when the tractor she was 
driving crashed down a bank. 

Stephanie Booth, who once ran a 
leisure and entertainment complex 
in Oswestry, was mowing scrubland 
on a steep hillside at her farm near 
Corwen in North Wales when the 
tragedy happened. 

A conclusion of accidental death 
was recorded on the 70-year-old, 


who died from crush injuries. The 
inquest at Ruthin heard she would 
have died rapidly from her injuries. 

Mrs Booth died in the accident 
which happened last September. 
She was found by her husband who 
tried to revive her. Mrs Booth was 
a pioneer of gender reassignment - 
having sex change surgery in 1982. 

She and her husband David 
bought hotels in Llangollen and in 


2009 she was featured in a BBC doc¬ 
umentary called Hotel Stephanie. 

The couple bought part of the for¬ 
mer railway engineering buildings 
in Oswestry and opened the first 
phase of a £2 million leisure and 
entertainment complex, McLarens, 
on Gobowen Road. The building 
housed an indoor play barn for chil¬ 
dren and a cafe and the business¬ 
woman had plans to open a bistro 


and ice skating rink as well as a the¬ 
atre and cinema. 

However her businesses, includ¬ 
ing a chain of hotels in Llangollen, 
The Chainbridge, Wild Pheasant 
and Bryn Howell, went into admin¬ 
istration and McLarens closed in 
August 2011. 

Constable Richard Davies said it 
appeared Mrs Booth had reversed 
close to an edge which gave way. 


Hospital is in the running 
for patient safety prizes

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital is a finalist in two categories of 
the national Patient Safety Awards. 

The awards are among the most celebrated in UK healthcare and the hospital is one 
of just a small handful of hospitals to have been shortlisted in more than one category. 

The hospital is up for the Changing Culture Award for an ambitious programme named 
Rebuilding Relationships, which is aimed at ensuring it is recognised as a good place to 
work.

FANCY a ride on a train for just 14 shil¬ 
lings? 

That’s the price the Welshpool and Lla- 
nfair Light Railway will be charging local 
passengers on Saturday. 

The cost is no April Fool but the price 
that the usual return fare of £13.50 would 
have been in 1963, the year the line reo¬ 
pened as a heritage railway. 

Over this weekend anyone proving that 
they live in a SY21 postcode can take the re¬ 
turn trip from Welshpool to Llanfair Caer- 
einion for just 70p, or 14 shillings in old 
money. The 2017 season will be the 54th 
in which the railway has been operated al¬ 
most entirely by volunteers, overtaking the 
53 years - 1903 to 1956 - that it was run 
commercially by the line’s three previous 
owners the Cambrian Railway, Great West¬ 
ern Railway and British Railways.

The bank has announced it would be closing its Welshpool branch on Septem¬ 
ber 27, its Builth Wells branch on October 10 and its Machynlleth branch on 
October 12. 

Mayor of Welshpool Steve Kaye said the news was a “big shame” for Welshpool’s high 
street but understood the bank’s decision. He said: “It is a big shame for our town and

Worries over 
change to 
treatment 

PATIENTS who receive pain management 
treatment at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospi¬ 
tal have been told they will be treated with¬ 
in the community in future. 

The contract previously held by the 
hospital has been awarded to Pain Man¬ 
agement Solutions, a Shrewsbury-based 
company. Sue Parkinson from Tilstock 
near Whitchurch said she is worried about 
the change. She said: “I have been having 
injections in my shoulder and then, last 
April, I had an epidural, an injection in my 
spine. But when I rang about an appoint¬ 
ment I was told that the hospital was not 
longer giving the injections and that Pain 
Management Solutions will be giving me 
my treatment in the community. 

“How on earth can they give me a spinal 
chord epidural in my house? The last one 
was one done in theatre.” 

Kim Barrow, director of operations at the 
hospital, said: “Our first priority is, and al¬ 
ways will be, the welfare of our patients. 
Shropshire CCG have assured us that the 
alternative provider they have contracted 
will be able to provide the treatment our 
patients require.We recognise and sympa¬ 
thise with the anxiety this patient and oth¬ 
ers like her are feeling. This is a big change 
for those patients accessing our pain ser¬ 
vice, many of whom have been coming here 
for a number of years, and that it is under¬ 
standably unsettling. We are in the process 
of writing to every patient affected to let 
them know what is happening.” 


big building stood empty when it closes, 
and it’ll be difficult for those who use the 
bank on a regular basis but I’m afraid it’s 
the way of the world now and if online 
banking is taking over, this is what’s going 
to happen. 

“The aspects that worry me the most are 
what will happen to the bank’s employees 
but also this will be yet another carbuncle 
in Welshpool. 

“We’re already concerned about the 
council offices in Welshpool if Powys 
County Council decides to leave the town 
but this will be a carbuncle right in the 
main street. 

“Welshpool Town Council doesn’t like 
empty buildings in the town centre, so we 
will do everything we can to try and attract 
another business to the building.” 

Local campaigners in Welshpool have 
now started up a petition calling for Nat- 
West to reconsider its decision to close the 
branch. 

Sean Palmer, a spokesman for NatWest, 
said the decision to close the branches had 
been difficult for the firm. 

He said: “Since 2011 we have seen the 
number of transactions in the Welshpool 
branch decline by 22 per cent, in the Builth 
Wells branch decline by 39 per cent and in 
the Machynlleth branch decline by 13 per 
cent. These customers are actively choos¬ 
ing to bank in different ways, with 55.9 
per cent of customers in our Welshpool 
branch choosing to use our digital banking 
options. This figure is 50 per cent for our 
Builth Wells branch and 48.1 per cent in 
Machynlleth. We are communicating with 
our customers affected by the closures and 
proactively contacting vulnerable and reg¬ 
ular branch customers. 

“We have listened closely to feedback 
from local communities and have extended 
the time between announcing our decision 
and the branch closures to six months. 
This has been done in order to ensure our 
customers have time to consider the right 
banking options for them.”

Tom Adams 
will have apple trees on display throughout 
the afternoon and will give help and advice 
to visitors. 

He said: “There is a rich heritage of grow¬ 
ing fruit trees in this border county for com¬ 
mercial production and many small scale 
farm orchards. 

“That heritage was nearly lost in the 
1970s when many orchards were grubbed 


out to make way for more profitable crops. 
Thankfully, enough remained and many 
old varieties have been rescued from near 
extinction. 

“By planting these trees in your garden 
or allotment you will be ensuring these 
varieties, which offer links to our local his¬ 
tory, are preserved for future generations.” 

The Sweeney Nonpareil was grown on 
the nearby Sweeney estate and is covered 
in ‘russetting’ known to be good for your 
health. 

Many of the local apples are not only 
eaters or cookers but are also good cider 
makers. 

The Stonehouse brewery recently 
launched its own cider, the Sweeney Moun¬ 
tain Cider, and has planted its own orchard.

Young mums across Shrop¬ 
shire proved it’s not a good idea 
to upset them last Saturday - 
particularly when it should have 
been a special weekend for the 
county’s mothers. 

Hundreds turned out in 
Oswestry and Bridgnorth to pro¬ 
test against proposed cuts to 
midwife-led maternity units, one 
of them a highly valued facility 
based at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital at Gobowen. 

The demonstration put a 
dampener on what should have 
been a weekend of celebra¬ 
tion for Mother’s Day, but hun¬ 
dreds felt concerned enough 
to let the authorities know just 
how strongly feelings are run¬ 
ning against the potential move. 
Campaigners were calling for as¬ 
surances that the orthopaedic’s 
midwife-led unit will not suffer 
cuts such as closing overnight 
or even being removed com¬ 
pletely in the coming years, as 
the services are currently under 
review. Proposals would mean 
mothers would be unable to 
have overnight stays for rest and 
recuperation, and those in labour 
out-of-hours would be forced to 
telephone an on-call midwife to 
open the ward up. The plan is 
being looked at as one of many 
potential changes within Shrop¬ 
shire and Telford and Wrekin’s 
Sustainability and Transforma¬ 
tion Plan which sets out how 
health and care services need to 
change over the next five years 
to meet changing needs. 

Let’s hope those in power are 
taking note of the feelings of 
Shropshire’s females. This in¬ 
valuable service not only gives 
peace of mind at a time when 
a mother needs it the most but 
also relieves the strain on the 
doctor-led units. It must be 
the right decision to keep mid- 
wife-led units open right across 
the county. 

The High Sheriff of Powys, Mrs 
Ann Tudor, rewarded residents 
with Community Awards rec¬ 
ognising the outstanding con¬ 
tributions made by individuals 
to their local community and to 
the county last week. Among the 
award winners were twin broth¬ 
ers Tom and John Ellis of Llanfyl- 
lin - two worthy winners. 

The twins taught at Llanfyllin

New mothers sing the 
praises of hospital unit 


USA O'BRIEN finds parents 
are delighted with care at 
the region's women and 
Children's Centre 


NEARLY 5,000 babies are born 
in Shropshire every year - and 
85 per cent of women are now 
choosing to make the journey 
to Telford to welcome their lit¬ 
tle ones into the world. 

Princess Royal Hospital is home to 
one of Shropshire’s five midwife-led 
units, for low-risk births, and it 
boasts four birthing rooms. 

For higher risk pregnancies, there is a 
consultant-led unit within the £28 mil¬ 
lion, two-year-old women and children’s 
centre. 

Hospital bosses say the facilities in the 
town have proved a popular choice with 
mothers-to-be and women are able to 
access the service directly, without first 
needing to go to their GP. 

The future of the Women and Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre at the PRH is uncertain, 
with the suggestion it should move to 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital as part of a 
reorganisation services in the county. 

The potential move of the Women and 
Children’s Centre under the NHS Future 
Fit review has attracted widespread op¬ 
position. 

It also comes at a time of general un¬ 
certainty. Elsewhere in the county, mid¬ 
wife-led units in Oswestry, Ludlow and 
Bridgnorth are at the centre of a review 
of maternity services. 

Plans could see the units closed over¬ 
night and instead operate through an 
on-call system. Campaigners see the 
proposals as a downgrade of the current 
service. Health bosses say the plans are 
not a downgrade and are a response to 
women’s choices for care.

The proposals have led to a public 
outcry and demonstrations in protest 
against the plans. 

Health bosses say that whatever the 
future holds, the expertise within the 
county will remain at a high standard. 
They opened the doors of the consult¬ 
ant-led unit at the Women and Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre to show the work being 
carried out - and the new-borns who 
have benefited. 

The consultant-led unit deals largely 
with higher risk births and moth¬ 
ers-to-be come from across the region. 

Jo Banks, women and children’s 
care group director at Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust, said: “In 
terms of the centre we have really suc¬ 
ceeded in terms of women wanting to 
come here. 

“It’s a place of choice. More women 
want to come here than before. 


“One of the first benefits is having a 
building that is purpose-built. It’s mod¬ 
ern, it’s state-of-the-art.” 

Ms Banks says any future outcome 
for the Women and Children’s Centre 
should focus on allowing staff to pro¬ 
vide the best possible care. 

She said: “It’s about ensuring we 
have the right place to support the pub¬ 
lic. The buildings we are working from 
are just that - they are buildings. It’s 
about providing the best care wherever 
you are.” 

The consultant-led unit has 13 beds 
on the delivery suite, as well as two the¬ 
atres. Water births are also an option. 

Maggie Kennerley, lead midwife for 
acute services, said: “The facilities can 
cater for women who may have some 
problems within their pregnancy. 

“There may be risks of bleeding for 
the mother following the birth. Some¬ 


times we have women bleeding prior to 
birth and we will monitor them closely. 

“You also sometimes find that babies 
don’t actually arrive quite as you would 
like them to. 

“The labour can be slow and you 
might need to help it along. We have the 
theatre facilities if caesarean sections 
are required. We also have the intensive 
care unit across the corridor.” 

Rebecca Gibson, who gave birth to 
daughter Penelope, spoke highly of the 
maternity facilities at PRH. 

The 29-year-old, of Oswestry, said: 
“She was four weeks early. It was a bit 
scary. Everyone has been reassuring and 
looked after us. 

“Nothing has been too much trouble. 
Last time I had a natural labour. This 
one was induced but being here and 
knowing every stage and what can hap¬ 
pen helps. 

“It’s safe, it’s clean, it’s perfect.” 

Katrina Scott, 35, and John Roberts, 
41, of Church Stretton, made the jour¬ 
ney to the hospital for the birth of their 
son, James Roberts, four months ago 
and have high praise for the staff. Kat¬ 
rina said: “It was just the most amazing 
birth. We were two weeks over almost. 
It was stressful and tense but the staff 
were amazing. They communicated the 
whole time, reassuring us and telling us 
what was happening. That was key.” 

John added: “The staff showed empa¬ 
thy and warmth. They wanted to know 
my name so I could really feel part of 
it and share the experience. It was just 
lovely. They were really supportive.” 

The hospital also provides antena¬ 
tal care, where women can be assessed 
during pregnancy, and a neonatal unit, 
which includes an intensive care room, 
and is for babies who need extra care be¬ 
fore they can go home. 

Nicky Taylor, senior sister on the 
neonatal ward, said: “Ninety nine per 
cent of our families don’t expect to come 
here. It’s a challenging time for them. 
A lot of families keep in touch. A lot of 
parents go on to do fundraising.” 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 


Last week was a surreal ex¬ 
perience for Members of Par¬ 
liament, when a terrorist sought 
to enter the House of Commons 
Estate armed with a large blade, 
intent on murder. For PC Keith 
Palmer, guarding the entrance to 
Parliament, and for three pedes¬ 
trians on Westminster Bridge, 
it was a deadly terrifying expe¬ 
rience which ended their lives. 
For the families of those killed 
or severely injured it was a tragic 
event which will impact on their 
lives for as long as they live. It 
was absolutely right that MPs 
continued their work as planned 
next morning as scheduled. Ter¬ 
ror cannot be seen to win. It’s 
crucial that we do not over-react, 
or equate protection from terror¬ 
ists as increased separation from 
the people we represent. So we 
have to be cautious in how we 
MPs react and in what we say. 

Inevitably there will be some 
changes in security procedures. 
Actually, consideration of securi¬ 
ty is ongoing, and not just in and 
around Westminster, as terrorist 
attacks evolve to take different 
forms. While all of us should 
await results of formal inquiries, 
we can reflect on what we think 
might be sensible and propor¬ 
tionate changes. 

Personally, I would not want to 
see the policemen protecting the 
entrances to Parliament to be 
armed. Parliament must be ‘of 
the people’ and lethal weapon¬ 
ry on display increases separa¬ 
tion - even if we would become 
used to it. But while the police¬ 
men on guard should continue 
to chat amiably with visitors, I do 
think there’s a case for a posi¬ 
tion where an armed observer is 
always ready to act. I also think 
that pavements and bike lines 
should be made less accessible 
to vehicles being used as killing 
machines by judicial placing of 
security safety posts. 

Every aspect of the way we 
all live, as well as how our Par¬ 
liament functions, should be 
considered for sensible poten¬ 
tial change. For example, while 
I believe strongly in a free press 
(as far as possible), I cannot help 
but reflect that the wall-to-wall 
media coverage of this terrorist 
outrage is exactly what the ter¬ 
rorist wanted. The main purpose 
of terrorism is to spread fear, and 
the most effective mechanism 
to achieve this is publicity. This 
is why parliamentarians have to 
be cautious in how we react and 
what we say. The worst culprits 
of all are internet giants such as 
Google and Facebook, who hide 
behind the facade that they don’t 
control content, just providing 
the platform for the content, no 
matter how vile. Whether it’s 
content promoting terrorism or 
paedophilia, this attitude is be¬ 
coming unsustainable. We must 
not over-react, but there are 
some changes that any civilised 
society should act on.

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CAN I ADOPT MY STEP-DAUGHTER TO GIVE HER THE 
STABILITY HER FATHER DOESN’T PROVIDE? 

Q: My step-daughter is now eleven-years old and she has lived with me and her mum ever since we got married seven years ago. Before that she hadn’t seen her 
dad since she was two. He even stopped sending her birthday cards. Now he has popped up again from nowhere and is showering her with expensive presents. 
She doesn’t want to know but it’s still very unsettling for her. I would like to adopt her to give her stability and her mum wants that too, and when her dad was 
nowhere to be found I thought that might be possible. Now we don’t know what to do for the best, can you help? 

A: There are various options available to you depending on the outcome you wish to achieve. If you wish to become your step-daughter’s permanent legal parent, 
an application to Court for an Adoption Order is required. This has severe implications as it would end the legal relationship between your step-daughter and her 
father and terminate his parental rights. You would become the legal parent, sharing Parental Responsibility with her mother. 

Alternatively, you may achieve the stability you are seeking by applying to Court for a Child Arrangements Order to formally state who your step-daughter is to 
live with. This Order would grant you shared Parental Responsibility (alongside others with Parental Responsibility) and allow you to be involved with important 
decisions regarding your step-daughter. This Order would not sever the legal relationship between your step-child and her father. 

Another way of acquiring Parental Responsibility is to enter into a formal agreement (if those with Parental Responsibility give consent) or to apply to Court for a 
Parental Responsibility Order (if consent to an agreement cannot be obtained). Before making a decision on how to proceed it would be beneficial to seek legal 
advice from a specialist family lawyer.

RE-ENACTMENT groups from all 
over the country travelled to Whit¬ 
tington near Oswestry for a week¬ 
end of battle. 

Whittington Castle was turned into the 
Portuguese garrison of Almedia which 
was besieged in 1810 during the Napole¬ 
onic wars. 

More than 100 people took part in the re-en¬ 
actment of the storming of the garrison over 
the weekend. 

Re-enactment groups taking part included 
the British 33rd Regiment of Foot, 5/60th Ri¬ 
fles, 51st Regiment of Foot, 68th Durham Light 


Infantry, 94th Regiment of Foot and 2/95th Ri¬ 
fles, as well as a host of French re-enactment 
groups. 

Last weekend’s event was just one of many 
that take place at Whittington Castle during 
the main tourist season. 

The castle hosts several history events each 
year as well a variety of other attractions. 

The Marches borders castle is thought to be 
the only one in Britain that is looked after by 
villagers. 

A community trust successfully won the 99- 
year lease of the privately owned castle, saving 
it from a scheme which would have seen houses 
built on fields behind the castle ruins. 

Meanwhile, it has been confirmed that 


Oswestry will go back in history in the summer 
with a re-enactment day in the park. 

Les Miles des Marches, a regional re-enact¬ 
ment group, has agreed to hold an event in Cae 
Glas Park on August 5. 

In a report to a town council meeting, events 
manager for Oswestry, David Clough, says: 
“Les Miles des Marches is a thriving Shrop¬ 
shire group with a structured military unit and 
an active living history encampment where me¬ 
diaeval crafts are portrayed. 

“It is able to cater for Oswestry based history 
and often joins forces with another local group 
of re-enactors to build numbers. 

“It is hoped this will be a positive, family 
event for Oswestry.”

Haulier loses 
licence for 
breach of 
road rules 

A LIVESTOCK haulier will lose his 
HGV operating licence after the Traf¬ 
fic Commissioner for Wales found he 
had “neither the skills, nor the time 
to operate in a compliant manner”. 

Ieuan Evans of Ger Y Llan in Mei- 
fod, near Welshpool, is set to have his 
licence revoked with effect from May 
1, following a public inquiry. 

During the inquiry, Traffic Com¬ 
missioner for Wales Nick Jones heard 
evidence from the Driver and Vehicle 
Standards Agency about the vehicles 
run by Mr Evans in connection with 
his livestock haulage business, includ¬ 
ing that regular safety inspections 
were not carried out on time - every 
six weeks - with some only under¬ 
taken at 21 weeks and one gap of 12 
months between inspections. 

There were also no records of daily 
defect checks by drivers and no sys¬ 
tem for recording any defects. Dur¬ 
ing an investigation Mr Evans failed 
to produce documents requested by 
the traffic examiner Andrea Bennett, 
and when she tried to contact him, it 
emerged he no longer lived at the ad¬ 
dress listed on his operator’s licence. 

Mr Jones said: “When asked why 
he failed to produce the requested 
documents, Evans said that he had 
prepared the paperwork to produce 
but had misplaced the bag with the 
documents in.” 

During the inquiry, Mr Evans said 
he “was always busy, he appreciated 
the rules but had not acted to imple¬ 
ment them”. 

Mr Jones said: “Despite the serious 
and obvious failures I give credit to 
Mr Evans for his honesty. I felt that 
despite his failings he was a person¬ 
able individual who generally wanted 
to do the right thing, the problem was 
he had neither the skills nor the time 
to operate in a compliant manner.”

COUNCIL staff will be armed 
with police-style body cameras 
to tackle anti-social behaviour, 
fly-tipping, as well as protecting 
them from any danger from the 
public. 

Welshpool Town Council will buy 
five body cams for use around the 
town by council staff and the town 
clerk. 

They will be used to help catch people 
who are littering, fly-tipping or engaging in 
anti-social behaviour. 

The plans were unanimously agreed at 
a meeting of the town council. Councillors 
also approved the purchase of two CCTV 
cameras with one to go in the town council 
offices on Union Street and the other to go 
in the day centre run by Welshpool Town 
Council, the Ann Holloway Centre. 

Councillor Graham Breeze said the body 
cameras will ensure the safety of staff. 

He said: “In this day and age, we are 
putting our staff into new situations all the 
time, so in order to keep them safe we need 
this sort of protection. 

“I certainly think this is a positive move 
and a more professional way of us doing 
things. It’s about ensuring our staff are 
safe, plus it serves as a useful tool for gath¬ 
ering evidence.” 

Councillor Breeze said evidence from the 
cameras would be vital in catching those 
who illegally dump sacks of rubbish around 
the town, as well as capturing those behav¬ 
ing in an anti-social manner. The council 
will spend £240 on the body cameras as 
part of a 12-month trial period. Last month 
Robert Robinson, town clerk, said the cam¬ 
eras would be similar to police body cams. 


A CHINOOK helicopter flew into 
Oswestry as part of a cadet training 
exercise. 

The flight was the highlight of this 
year’s Combined Cadet Force compe¬ 
tition for Oswestry School pupils and 
caused a stir throughout the town as 
it flew down to land on the school 
playing fields. 


Each year the students take part 
in the annual challenge for the Ev- 
anson Shield, commissioned on the 
retirement of a former Contingent 
Commander, Major Ray Evanson. 

The helicopter was piloted by 
Flight Lieutenant Stuart Kynaston, 
the brother of a current Oswestry 
School pupil. He airlifted teams of 


pupils to the training area at Ness- 
cliffe where they disembarked and 
headed straight into a tactical nav¬ 
igation exercise. 

School spokesperson, Victoria 
Evans, said the competition was a 
lasting legacy to Major Evanson’s 
leadership and steadfastness in 
keeping the contingent active.

“There are two major concerns - firstly 
relating to financial support mechanisms 
which underpin the Government’s ‘cheap 
food’ policy. 

“And secondly to maintain tariff free ac¬ 
cess to European countries as far as pos¬ 
sible. 

“We will only achieve a good negotiation 
and long term future if all those of who 
want to see a vibrant countryside work to¬ 
gether. 

“Over the next few months, I’m hoping 
for many more discussions with farming 
leaders.”

“We want to know how the snare 
got there. 

“If you have any information re¬ 
garding this incident please call the 
Rural Crime Team on 101.” 

In a statement posted on social 
media, estate manager, Iain Hill-Tre¬ 
vor, said: “It is our duty to protect the 
estate for all who live and work on it. 

“We are constantly striving to re¬ 
store the estate and to manage the 
land on conservation principles, par¬ 
ticularly organic farming.”

Man launched campaign 
of abuse against victim

A MAN who subjected a woman 
and her partner to a campaign of 
intimidation and harassment has 
avoided jail. 

Tomasz Kraszewski, 28, sent abu¬ 
sive text messages about his victim’s 
sexuality, made late night telephone 
calls and took £800 from her after say¬ 
ing she had to pay him to stay safe. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court was told how 
Kraszewski’s victim has since been afraid 
to go out late at night. 

The court heard how Kraszewski, of Al¬ 
exandra Road, Oswestry, and his victim 
and her partner had originally been friends 
before the relationship broke down and he 
became intimidating. 

Prosecuting, Tariq Shakoor said the 
friendship broke down in the summer of 
2015. Mr Shakoor said: “Thereafter the 
defendant became something of a nuisance 
to the victim and that culminated in what 
might be described as harassment. 

“By the end of March 2016 the defend¬ 
ant spoke to her as she returned home. He 
stood in front of her telling her she needed 
to pay protection money for people not to 
hurt her and demanded £200 per week. 

“She started to pay the defendant. She 
has in total paid £800 because of his harass¬ 
ment and intimidation of her.” 

Kraszewski admitted one charge of put¬ 
ting a person in fear of violence by harass¬ 
ment. He was given an eight month jail 
sentence suspended for 18 months. He will 
also have to complete 160 hours of unpaid 
work, pay £800 compensation and a £600 
contribution to costs. 

In mitigation, Debra White said Krasze¬ 
wski was a hard working young man with 
no previous convictions. 

Kraszewski was also made the subject of 
a restraining order. 


A TIN roof, fast food containers and 
40 empty wine bottles were among 
the rubbish discovered when volun¬ 
teers carried out a litter pick in a 
picturesque valley. 

The 16 members of the Caru’n 
Pentrefi/Love Our Villages Group 
held their first village tidy action day 
of the year in the Ceiriog Valley near 
Oswestry. 

This year they have a special 
trailer, built with help from local 
businesses to make their work eas¬ 


ier. The group, formed two years ago 
to maintain and enhance the villages 
of Pontfadog, Dolywern and Castle 
Mill, teamed up with Shane Hughes, 
of Keep Wales Tidy, to clear roadside 
hedges and verges the length of the 
B4500 from just outside Pontfadog 
all the way through to Dolywern and 
the neighbouring hamlet of Llwyn- 
mawr. 

A total of 15 special Keep Wales 
Tidy refuse bags were filled and a 
further 40 discarded empty wine 


bottles and various other drinks cans 
were collected and taken to the recy¬ 
cling depot in Oswestry - along with 
a dumped plastic shop fascia board 
and a section of corrugated roofing. 

The group’s Ralph Bennett said: 
“I’d like to say a big thank you to 
the 16 people who turned out for 
our first action day of 2017. The job 
definitely needed doing. It was good 
to have Shane Hughes with us from 
Keep Wales Tidy who brought plenty 
of pickers, hoops and sacks.” 



House prices 
in region are 
rising fast, 
say experts 

HOUSE prices in the Midlands are 
increasing faster than anywhere else 
in the UK. 

The West Midlands saw annual 
house prices increase by 4.2 per cent 
to £213,000, according to figures re¬ 
leased by Right Move. The news has 
been welcomed by Balfours sales 
manager, Alistair Hilton, who says 
the figures endorse the positive econ¬ 
omy throughout the region. He says: 
“We have seen steady sustainable in¬ 
creases in the past few years; however 
lack of property coming to the market 
has been a limiting factor.

However, homes 
in the capital still cost more than dou¬ 
ble the national average, standing at 
£650,000. The average UK home now 
costs £310,000 following the second 
highest March increase in a decade, as 
demand continues to outstrip supply 
of available homes across the country. 

Alistair adds: “We are seeing peo¬ 
ple who have held off for several years 
now wanting to make the move and 
launch their property to market. Fur¬ 
thermore buyers are keeping their 
finger on the button, quite literally to 
ensure that if the property of their as¬ 
pirations is launched they are ready to 
view and ultimately make an offer.” 

He says Balfours, which operates 
throughout Shropshire and bordering 
counties, achieved its best start to the 
year ever. He said: “We are seeing a 
significant number of house hunters 
on our books from outside the region. 
The Midlands is perceived to be ex¬ 
cellent value for money, with a good 
work life balance.”

Ex-bus firm staff 
win court claim 

MORE than 180 former employees of 
a coach company which collapsed have 
won a compensation claim. 

About 320 people were made re¬ 
dundant when Ruabon-based GHA 
Coaches ceased trading in July last 
year. It operated public and school 
services in Shropshire. Administrators 
were appointed after the firm received 
a winding-up petition over unpaid 
taxes. 

Led by head of employment Liz Cot¬ 
ton, the team at Manchester-based 
lawyers JMW worked on behalf of 183 
ex-GHA employees to gain compensa¬ 
tion after the firm went into admin¬ 
istration. A tribunal ruled that GHA 
failed to properly consult with employ¬ 
ees before making dismissals so they 
are entitled to 90 days’ pay. 


MPs offer tributes in 
wake of terror attack 


Lord Hague issues warning on far-right

MPS have paid tribute to the 
courage of the emergency ser¬ 
vices following last week’s terror 
attack on Parliament, and said 
that terror would never triumph 
over freedom and democracy. 

Khalid Masood, 52, killed four peo¬ 
ple when he drove a car into pedestri¬ 
ans and stabbed police officer Keith 
Palmer. Masood was then fatally 
wounded after being shot by police. 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson 
spoke of a sense of unity across the polit¬ 
ical divide in the wake of the attack on de¬ 
mocracy. 

He said the attack was a “callous and 
cowardly assault on our peaceful way of life, 
with innocent victims from many nations 
senselessly mown down on Westminster 
Bridge”. 

He added: “It is a testament to the skill, 
bravery and efficiency of the police and 
security services that the attacker was so 
swiftly stopped and killed once he had en¬ 
tered the parliamentary estate. Pc Keith 
Palmer is the embodiment of that courage 
and devotion to public service. 

“Their selflessness and indomitable re¬ 
solve typify the very best of us, their de¬ 
fiance in the face of terror is an example 
to us all.” 

Glyn Davies, MP for Montgomeryshire, 
said while there would need to be a review 
of security, he said it was important that 
the openness of parliament was protected, 
otherwise the terrorists would win. 

“This was not an attack on MPs, it was 
an attack on democracy. MPs, their staff, 
the police and all the people who work at 
Parliament are at the heart of that,” he 
said. “I think security should be looked at, 
but that is something that is ongoing, and 
we should be doing that all the time.” 


MAINSTREAM politicians must tap 
into the mood of populist nation¬ 
alism if the world is to avoid a far- 
right resurgence, senior politician 
William Hague said during a visit to 
a school near Oswestry. 

Lord Hague said during his speech 
at Moreton Hall School it was possi¬ 
ble but unlikely that Marine Le Pen, 
leader of the French National Front, 
would win next month’s presidential 
election. 

But he said it was inevitable she 


would become president one day 
if the more centrist politicians did 
not succeed in tackling the concerns 
which were causing people to turn to 
her brand of far-right politics. 

He also said he thought concerns 
about immigration were placing the 
European Union on a path towards 
“slow disintegration”. 

Addressing the school’s annual 
business lunch, Lord Hague said 
that after decades of change which 
had seen nation states seeming to 


wield less influence in the world, 
many people were now looking to 
their countries to take back control 
and represent their interests. 

The former Conservative leader, 
who now lives at Cyfronydd Hall 
near Welshpool, who had supported 
Britain remaining in the European 
Union at last year’s referendum, 
said that it was important that peo¬ 
ple now accepted the result of the 
poll, and instead looked at the op¬ 
portunities that Brexit would offer. 


Good causes

A total of 30 charities were chosen 
to receive funding. 

Steve Mitchell, director for Veolia, 
said: “Many of our residents across 
Shropshire are brilliant at recycling 
their waste, and we wanted to thank 
them for their efforts. Donating 
money to a local charity of their choice 
seemed the perfect way to give some¬ 
thing back to the many worthy local 
causes in the county.” 

Hope House Children’s Hospice at 
Morda near Oswestry was one of the 
charities to receive donations, receiv¬ 
ing £800. Sarah Johnson from Hope 
House said: “Thank you so much to 
all the residents who nominated Hope 
House to benefit from the recycling 
prize pot. 

“Your donation helps us to ensure 
we’re here for children who are af¬ 
fected by conditions so serious that 
they’re not expected to live longer 
than early adulthood. As a registered 
charity, we need an annual income 
of over £6 million to carry on meet¬ 
ing the needs of all the local children 
and their families who rely on us. We 
really do appreciate everyone’s sup¬ 
port.”

unk pioneer Suzi Quatro has 
long been celebrated for 
paving the way for women 
in rock, with a no-nonsense 
attitude and kickass lyrics to 
match. 

But surprisingly, looking back, Suzi had no idea there 
were even barriers to break down - and never considered 
herself as ‘gendered’; wanting, as a child, to grow up to 
be Elvis Presley. 

“I can’t say that I knew that was what was happening, 
but I will say that all this time, all I was ever doing I was 
being myself,” said Suzi, now aged 66. 

“I’ve never been a gendered person. I saw Elvis when 
I was six-years-old on TV and thought ‘that’s going to be 
me’. It didn’t even occur to me that he was a guy. 

“I’ve talked to guys about this. I think it had to be 
somebody like me to pave the way. 

“I kicked that door open, but I’d never had a female role 
model. 

“Not that I realised what I was doing back then. I’d been 
in bands since I was 14. 

“I wasn’t even aware there was a ‘door’.” 

Suzi, who achieved great success with hits such as 
Can The Can and 48 Crash, says that despite the difficult 
time in which her career began in the early seventies, 
she also never encountered any significant sexism or 
stereotyping - despite the issues which reportedly remain 
in the industry today. 

“I always took myself seriously. What you give out, you 
get back,” adds Suzi. 

“I was a serious bass player. Don’t mess with me - that 
was the vibe I gave out. 

“You know, you just can’t teach this to people. I can be 
one of the guys, up to a point - but there’s a line. 

“If men step over that line, they only do it once. 

“I had some issues in the very, very early days when 
playing clubs with the bands. They wanted us to wear 
mini skirts because we were girls. Not that I minded 
wearing skirts, I just didn’t like being dictated to. 

“I came from a family of four girls - and we’re 
all ballsy ladies. 

“I’m the kind of person who believes 
everyone should shine their light. Gender 
simply shouldn’t come into it. 

“If you want to stay at home and be a 
housewife, and that will make you happy, 
then do it. Be who you are.” 

Despite always carrying a very sexy 
image, Suzi rarely bared any skin - and, 
as such, takes a dim view of female stars 
feeling the need to expose themselves to 
obtain fame and recognition. 

“I think people like Cher and 
Madonna were true to themselves 
at the time,” says Suzi. 

“But nowadays, a lot of women 
stars are basically naked on 
stage. They think they’re running 
the show and that they’re in 
control, but they’re not. 

“I had a sexy image, but I 
was never up there exposing 
anything. 

“I’m really hoping it will turn 
around again soon. It’s not 
what I fought for.” 

The star will perform at the 
Genting Arena on October 
14, on the Legends Live 
tour - accompanied by Hot 
Chocolate, The Osmonds and 
David Essex. 

“I’m touring with David Essex - we 
used to see each other at every Top 
Of The Pops. I’m really pleased to 
be headlining this tour with people I 
know. We all started off in the same 
era. 

“I’m going to get a few poker 
games going, I tell you. 

“I can’t say I know The 
Osmonds as well though. 

“Errol Brown, meanwhile, was 
good friend. I loved him truly. 

Before I’d made it, I was at his

house and asked if he could lend 
me £5. 

“For 35 years, every time I saw him 
after that, he’d say ‘don’t you pay me 
back, that was a lucky £5’. He was such a 
lovely man. 

“The show will pretty much be made up 
of all the hits - that’s what the fans will be 
there for.” 

Suzi, who previously had a show on 
ITV called Gas Street, has had plenty 
of experience in Birmingham, having 
filmed the programme there. 

“I like it very much. There’s a nice big 
shopping centre there, which I’ll 
certainly be visiting. I’m a mall- 
aholic any way,” laughs Suzi. 

“I’ll be sure to have an Indian 
meal while I’m in Birmingham 
too. It has to be done. Indian 
food isn’t big in the US like it is 
here, but I love it.” 

In recent years, Suzi has 
worked on other projects - 
forming a supergroup called 
QSP with Bilston-born Don 
Powell from Slade and Andy 
Scott from The Sweet. 

She also released a poetry 
book in 2014 named Through 
My Eyes and was named 
Doctor Of Music last October by 
Anglia Ruskin University in Cambridge. 

“I don’t even have a high school 
diploma, so I was absolutely thrilled,” 
adds Suzi. 

“I have got a bucket list. And I’m 
very proud of the poetry I’ve released. 
“I’ve also formed a new band 
called QSP. The album’s come out in 
Australia and it’s already at number 
23 in their charts. 

“I’d really like to make a film of my 
life next. 

“I’m currently part way through 
writing a novel. I used a rock and 
roll girl as the lead character, but it’s

not me. In fact, as the story goes on, the characters seem 
to have minds of their own. 

“And I’ve still got my Quatrophonic show on Radio Two. 
I’m a busy girl.” 

If given the opportunity to duet with anyone from 
history, Suzi says her top choices would include Elvis and 
Otis Redding. Modern day stars she’d like to work with, 
meanwhile, include Melissa Etheridge, Tom Petty or KT 
Tunstall. 

“I’m also a huge fan of Bob Dylan,” adds Suzi. 

“I’d give both arms and legs to work with him. 

“If I could meet anyone from throughout history, I 
would love to meet Jesus. He must have been the most 
charismatic of people. 

“He’d be a good dinner partner too - you’d never have 
to buy wine.” 

More than 45 years after she launched her solo career, 
Suzi says the greatest thrill is still performing live. 

“I really love my fans. It’s a huge thrill every show when 
I see everyone walking away with a smile on their faces 
- and I can think, ‘I did that’. If that happens, I really am a 
happy girl,” she adds. 

“You can’t buy that feeling for all the money in the 
world. 

“It’s just who I am, I’m a born entertainer.”

Ken Dodd is a comedian of legendary status; an 
icon and national treasure who has been entertaining 
audiences for a lifetime of happiness and laughter. 

He returns to the festival for a 30th anniversary 
celebration show. 

Come and be absolutely discumknockerated - that’s 
Knotty Ash for ‘over the moon’ - by a truly tattifelarius 
(fun-filled) evening of laughter and songs presented by a 
comedy genius. 

Enjoy a fun-filled variety show for all the family, with 
non-stop gags and a selection of songs in Ken Dodd’s 
unique Happiness Show. 

Ken Dodd works mainly in the music hall tradition, 
although, in the past, has occasionally appeared in 
drama, including as Malvolio in Shakespeare’s Twelfth 
Night on stage in Liverpool in 1971; on television in 
the cameo role of The Tollmaster’ in the 1987 Doctor 
Who story Delta and the Bannermen; and as Yorick (in 
silent flashback) in Kenneth Branagh’s film version of 
Shakespeare’s Hamlet in 1996. 

In the 1960s his fame in the UK was such that he 
rivalled the Beatles as a household name, with his 
recording of “Tears” being the UK’s third-best-selling 
single of the 1960s. His records have sold millions 
worldwide. 

As of 2017, he continues to tour the UK with his comedy 
and music show. 

Dodd is renowned for the length of his performances, 
and during the 1960s he earned a place in the Guinness 
Book of Records for the world’s longest ever joke-telling 
session: 1,500 jokes in three and a half hours (7.14 jokes 
per minute), undertaken at a Liverpool theatre, where 
audiences were observed to enter the show in shifts. 

Dodd has appeared on many Royal Variety 


Performances. The most recent was in 2006, in front 
of Prince Charles and his wife Camilla, at the London 
Coliseum. During this performance, he reprised some of 
his famous jokes, including those about tax accountants 
as well as singing his famous song - “Happiness”.

“MOTORING

The first thing you learn when driving a DS 
5 is that you’re going to stand out in any 
crowd because this is a car designed from 
top to bottom for those looking for style. 

“What are you driving” is the main question 
I was asked during a week behind the wheel 
of the Prestige Blue HDi because the DS5 no 
longer comes with Citroen branding - this is 
very much a stand-alone product now. 

DS is the premium brand of the PSA Group, 
owners of Peugeot and Citroen, and was first 
announced by Citroen back in 2009. But it 
wasn’t until 2015 that DS was given its own 
styling with distinctive rear badging and a 
separate identity from it Citroen sisters. 

This really is a car to attract the style¬ 
conscious motorist. With flowing design and a 
range of stand-out colours to pick from there’s 
something for every driver who wants to be 
seen. 

But it’s not just looks that make this car 
stand out - it’s performance too. Because the 
1997cc, 180hp turbocharged model on test 
raced from 0-62mph in 9.9second and had a 
top speed of 137mph. C02 emissions are very 
competitive at 114g/km 

The power is fed by a six-speed automatic 
gearbox which DS has called “Eat6”. It’s the 
same unit used in some models by Peugeot 
but for some strange reason doesn’t seem as 
clunky. In fact the test model was a sheer joy 
to drive. 

Handling is about what you would expect 
from a model where the suspension has been 
softened but surprisingly heavy steering was 
noticeable when trying to park in those tight

spaces. A bit embarrassingly for the driver at 
times in fact. 

It’s stacked from top-to-bottom with the 
type of kit you would expect to find in a much 
more expensive car too with cruise control, 
tyre pressure monitor and a seven-inch 
touchscreen interface controlling all the 
functions. 

Other standard items include Sat Nav, 
steering wheel mounted controls, a reversing 
camera, a cockpit roof with toggle switches, 
electric powered steering, electric roof 
sunblinds and a noise reducing laminated 
front window. 

Safety has not been forgotten and you get 
ABS, ESB and EBA braking, hill start assist, 
all-round airbags, height adjustable front 
seats, an automatic hand brake, blind spot 
monitoring and seatbelt warning alerts on all 
seats. 

There’s also keyless entry deadlocks, 
immobiliser, an alarm system, automatic 


door and boot locking while on the move and 
automatic activation of the hazard lights if you 
should get into trouble. 

18-inch alloys are standard as are body 
coloured mirrors, bumpers and door handles 
and you get chrome exhaust styling. 

Inside the DS 5 gets the leather treatment 
on the binnacle, steering wheel, the front and 


rear door sill protectors and gear knob. It’s 
a comfortable place to be too thanks to the 
adjustable seats, folding rear bench seat, front 
arm rest and five head restraints. 

The Presige Blue HDi hits the road at 
£33,580 but the metallic paint, brilliant heads- 
up display, electric comfort pack, sand beige 
leather, 19-inch alloys and Denon HiFi system 


fitted to the test car took the figure up to 
£35,999 - which is a big bill to pay. 

But while the initial cost may put a few off, 
running costs certainly won’t. DS claim the 
5 will return 62.4mp on the combined cycle 
- the test car got no-where near that figure 
though - but if you move quickly it will slot into 
the low tax banding.

AUDI A4 ALLROAD QUATTRO 3.0 TDITIPTRONIC, FROM £39,645 



Feeling safe - the Audi A4 allroad quattro is perhaps the best car to adapt to all kinds of road conditions and surfaces

Just occasionally you may have the need 
to take your everyday compact executive 
saloon off well-surfaced roads and on to 
something a little less smooth. And then 
there are the times when the well-surfaced 
roads become a little unfriendly when 
covered in mud, floodwater, ice or snow. 

Which is exactly when you need the security 
of perhaps the best car to cope with those 
situations and provide the services you 
require - the Audi A4 allroad quattro. 

A car that’s more than smart enough for 
business, will also do very well carrying the 
family around and be sure-footed enough to 
deal with muddy tracks and fields and those 
slippy winter roads. 

And backing up that opinion are the awards 
for the A4 including 2017 Fleet World Awards 
for Best Compact Executive and one of the 
Best Cars in the World for Big Miles from the 
BBC Top Gear Magazine. 

Fleet World judges said the A4 range was a 
revolution in its segment and while Top Gear 
drivers may well push cars to extremes they 
would never see in normal life, they praised 
the car’s polish as well as performance. 

And my week behind the wheel certainly 
fully tested what the allroad can offer. 

My test car was the 3.0 TDi tiptronic which 
starts at £39,645 on-the-road. 

Extras added to it took that cost up to just 
over £56,000 and made it a very luxurious 
compact. But in all reality half of those extras 
would have been enough for me and are good 
value if you can pay the bill. 

The engine is smooth and sophisticated and 
despite its size incurs annual tax of £145, not 
a lot when you consider the price of the car 
-that’s down to meeting Euro 6 and its 146 
C02 emissions. 

All that sophistication comes with front 
and rear suspension set-up that absorbs 
and controls almost everything thrown it

Mud is no problem for the A4 

from potholes to muddy ruts. Plus you can 
optimise comfort by adding Adaptive Comfort 
Suspension with damping control or the 
Adaptive Sport Suspension which gives even 
better refinement and even better cornering 
stability. The allroad has fantastic ride quality 
and passengers easily fall asleep, as I 
discovered! 

I had the 18 inch alloys which reduce fuel 
consumption but not a lot compared to the 


standard 17s and I averaged close to 50mph 
on combined driving. 

It will get from 0-62mph in 5.5 seconds when 
you need it and had plenty of oomph when 
you needed it for overtaking and for pushing 
through winding country lanes and through 
the Scottish Flighlands. 

It has a slightly more rugged look than the 
standard A4 with plastic body cladding on the 
wheelarches, sills and roof rails plus metallic 


skidplates front and rear. And there’s a raised 
ride height which greatly helped me on some 
rutted forest roads. 

Inside it has a quiet and comfy cabin and so 
much technical gadgetry in the Audi virtual 
cockpit, it’s difficult to get round it all...
